about it being best to have the hardest 
first 

1 am now in a medical ward. The 
jlast few days we have sever new 
admissions, some of them rather bad 
cases so we are fairly busy. The work 
varies very much. For instance, last 
week every patient was able to get up 
and go out after dinner. That meant 
I was enabled to have all beds made 
and the ward clear for evening, 40 
there was very little to do afterwarda. 

Several of those patients have been

On the two wards which are run to- 
gether there are a charge sister, asalst- 
ant nurse, and two V. A. D.'s, The 
four of us are so happy together, all 
working with each other and no jeal- 
ousy, as sometimes happens 

One does not mind hard work, when 
the conditions are congenial, Really, 
we have lots of fun between times.
